EXCESS PROFITS DUTY. 


Judgment was delivered in the King’s 
Beuch Division yesterday in the case in which 
the representatives of P. J. McCall, deceased, 
were appellants, and the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue, respondents.

FIRST AID IN THE 
KITCHEN. 


HE thoughtful housewife will take every 


recaution against accidents in her 

but, all the same, minor ail- 

ments at least—both human and non-human— 

are sure to occur from time to time, and it is 

well to have the remedies at hand. Very few 

cooks go through their career without ac- 

cidents, and generally it is cuts or burns that 
occur in the kitchen. 

A simple first-aid outfit should be kept in 


the kitchen itself—either in a box or, better 


still, in a smal! cabinet. The most. essential 
item of the outfit is a large bottle of carron 
oil for use in the case of burns or scalds. 
Tincture of iodine should be also supplied for 
nse in the case of ents, being painted on the 
wound after thorough cleansing. The outfit 
should also contain bandages, lint, sticking 
plaster, safety pins, a pair of scissors, and 
some sa] volatile. 

These remedies will meet the usual demands. 
and their presence and quick application will 
often prevent complication caused by lack of 
prompt action.

The Afghan Danger. 

The news from Afghanistan continues 
to be very discouraging. Some weeks ago 
three British officers were murdered on the 
Indian frontier, and their assassins escaped 
into Afghanistan, and have eluded all 
efforts to capture them. They are known 
to have been harboured by the tribe of 
Sangu Khel, and some of them have been 
observed in the neighbourhood of the 
frontier, where they probably hope to 
capture another. British officer as a 
hostage against their punishment, The 
Indian Government has made the strongest 
representations tothe Amir of Afghanistan, 
demanding the arrest of the murderers ; 
but, although that monarch has protested 
his good-will. in the most vehement 
manner, nothing seems to have been 
done. Last week a British survey 
party was attacked by rifle fire on the 
frontier, and an immediate demonstration 
by aeroplanes: was the result. The rela- 
tions between Aighanistan and His 
Majesty’s Government are most unsatis- 
factory. Nobody seems to know the Amir’s 
mind. Some are inclined to think that he is 
| doing his utmost to embarrass the British 
Raj in India; others believe that he is 
a sincere friend of the British connection 
and that his influence is being under- 
mined by Bolshevist intrigue. Colour is 
lent to this view by reports from Northern 
Afghanistan ond Bokhara. Russia has 
had designs upon Afghan independence 
for many years. Since the days of 
Catherine India has been. the, promised 
land. of Russian desire, and, although the 
form. of government has changed in the 
meanwhile, the diplomacy of the Kremlin 
still has its eyes on the rich plains of 
the Punjab. When the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion succeeded Bokhara, -in common with 
all the other constituent States of “ Holy 
Russia,” was granted its independence, 


and a Republic was proclaimed with much 


pomp. During recent years, however, 
Lenin has repented of his generosity, and 
now Bokhara is merely an outpost of 
Muscovite Bolshevism. Large numbers of 
Russian troops have appeared there 
during the past fev; weeks, and the pro-

PENALTIES UNDER THE 
FISHERIES BILL, 


The Senate has been charged frequently 
with i the desires of the 


Government, to influence its delibera- 
tions to an undue extent. 

Yesterday it proved that it is a thoroughly 
independent body, which, while anxious 
to facilitate the Government, will not 
take a step that it believes to be 
against the public interest. 

Senator de Loughrey asked the House to 
rescind an amendment to the Fisheries 
Bill which it had passed on the 
previous day. 

The Minister for Fisheries supported the 
request, and asserted that, if the 
amendment were allowed to stand, 
there would be a danger that the 
provisions of the bill, which were 
needed urgently, could not be put 
into operation during the present 
close season. 

The Senate, however, took the view that 
to alter its deliberate judgment within 
twenty-four hours without good reason 
would be an undignified and intoler- 
able proceeding. 


FISHERIES BILL. 


MINISTER’S REQUEST 
REFUSED. 


The Senate met at ó o'clock yesterday. 
Without any discussion, the House pass 
through all its remaining stages the Local 
Government Electors’ Registration Bill. Then

Sir John Keane, on whose motion the 
amendment was adopted on Wednesday, said 
that the Senate, having given a considered de- 
cision, was asked. without any new reasons, to 
rescind within 24 hours its deliberate judg- 
ment. It was sought now to put the Senate 
in the position of holding up necessary legis- 
lation. The time had come, — for that 
House clearly to consider its attitude. The 
.* no right to assume, as it had 
assumed, that the bill was not controversial 
and send it to the Senate at the last minute. 
The Government had made a miscalculation 
oi the opinion of the House. 

ere was no justification put forward for 
asking the Senate to go back on its decision, 
except the allegation that the measure was of 
urgent importance. All that the amendment 
did was to make it Jegally impossible for the 
Government to remit or reduce a penalty ex- 
cept on the recommendation of.the justice or 
the judge, who would have all the circum- 
stances before him. 
The Minister for Fisheries assured the 
House that the delay in bringing 
forward the measure was not the 
faut of his Department. He had 
hoped to have it in operation by the middle 
of November, but it was kept back with the 
hurry of business in the Dai’. He considered 
that a lot of the value of tle bill would be 
lost. if its provisions were not in operation 
this close season. Those provisions formed 
part of a larger measure to be introduced to 
codify the whole of the fishery laws before 
next close season, and they were taken out 
to meet the situation of the present season. 
In his opinion the amendment would create 4 
recedent very bad in general legislation, 
use it woald leave no room for the 
seasoning of justice with mercy. As he had 
ulready pointed out, penalties would not be 
remitted except aiter consultation with the 
judge or justice who tried che case.

The power of remission had given rise to the 
greatest scandals in the past.

Mr. Rutland Boughton’s music drama, 
Bethlehem, was presented at the Regent 
Theatre last night, and was obviously much 
admired and appreciated by a keenly in- 
terested audience, Simplicity and perfect har- 
mony of colour are the characteristics of the 
setting of this presentation of Bethlehem, 
for which Mr. Barry Jackson is responsible. 
The. design of the costumes carries out the 
same note of medieval artistic simplicity.
